By far, the most serious case 
of the evening involved a certain 
freshman using the alias, Lavern 
Finley.

One of the convicted freshman 
created a mild sensation in regis- 
tering a plea of innocent. Howev- 
er, after a consultation with Mr. 
Kumicich, the defense attorney, he 
quickly changed his plea and ac- 
cepted the sentence. 

The sentences pronounced by 
Judge Carr were tempered by his 
fatherly nature, and were given 
only to help the defendants cor- 
rect their serious character faults 
and moral deficiencies. 

The sentences were very con- 
structive, and for a while, at least, 
the upperclassmen had no excuse 
for unshined shoes. Several of the 
statues about the campus were 
cleaned by the conscientious ffosh, 
and certain sidewalks were also 
rendered immaculate. 

Although the court was adjourn- 
ed rather hurriedly, due to condi- 
tions beyond the control of the 
presiding judge, Frosh and Sophs 
alike agreed on its success.
